Robert C. Kirkwood, Controller
for the State of California was
the principal gpeaker at the Tor.
rance Optimists Club last Mon-
day ,evening.

In keeping with the occasion,
Kirkwood was optimistic about
the economie future of the state
although he said the boom is not
going to begin over-night, but
likely to begin a slow climb
S00nN.

Kirkwood is the top financial
administrator of the state, deal.
ing with the payment of about
$15,000,000 each working day of
the vear.

“IN 1953, we paid out about
$11,000,000 daily. This year we
are paying out 40 per cent more,
and have increased our working
gtaff only b per cent,” said Kirk-
wood,

Although the Controller is a
member of 16 Boards and Com-
missions of the State, his main
function is to see that all pay-
ments made are legally payable,
Each disbursement is audited to
see that it is authorized by the
budget.

The Controller office issues on
the average of 1300 checks per
hour each working day. This is
a "tremendous task, requiring a
Controller experienced in finan-
clal administration. Kirkwood is
a native son of California. He
graduated from Stanford Univer«
gity, and from Harvard Law
School. He represented Santa
Clara County in the California
Legislature for 7 years before
becoming Controller,
